Thank  you  for  attending  the  September  Task  Force  meeting.  At  that  meeting,  we  discussed  aligning 
the  work  of  Home  For  Good  with  the  revised  Federal  goal  of  ending  chronic  homelessness  by  2017.

ADDITIONAL  INFORMATION: 

Earlier  this  week,  the  City  Council  of  LA  announced  a state  of  emergency  on  homelessness 
and  the  Mayor  announced  a $13M  emergency  investment  to  expand  homeless  services  and 
housing:  http://www.lamavor.org/homelessness-strategy-first-steps.  The  City  Council  and 
Mayor  also  discussed  a $100M  annual  investment  in  solutions  to  end  homelessness,  which 
proposed  investment  is  now  being  discussed  in  council.
